Wflfl First Organized Move- 
ment of Working Clae^ 
in the World 
«TilIE Middle Class and Giiar- 
tist Movement in England" 
was the subject discussed by 
G. M. SelC at the seventh and 
final meeting of the Historical 
Club, held last niglit at the 
home oi; the president Jack 
Mcleish. The growth and 
development of the reform movement 
was outlined by the speaker. 

The ClmrtLst movement originated 
out of the disappointment of the fail- 
ure of the Reform Bill. The move- 
ment began in 1838, when a petition 
containing the charter was signed by 
many of the working class and was 
presented to Parliament in 1839. Upon 
the rejection of this petition another 
larger one was drawn up and laid be- 
fore the Oovemment in 1842. After 
this one was also rejected the move- 
ment fell under the leadership of 
0'Conn«r. He gathered the largest 
petition of all oontalning some five 
million signatures but this too vu re- 
jected and here the movement really 
came to an end. It cairied on for ap- 
proximately ten more yean but noth- 
ing further was done about the peti- 
tions or the charter in general. , 
First Movement 
The movement was extremely im- 
portant insofar as that It was the first 
l^msanlzed movement of the working 
^aSSSl^suoh. Hie six point charter 
'of the'petlttOE^mggli^^ows: The 
working'olaimiril^^^iu^ing Man- 
hood SuJTerage, annual Parliament, 
payment', of ' members of Parliament. 
. a1xilltic»i,v of .. property , qualifications, 
equal electoral districts, and voting by 
ballot. ' -

not possessing land and not compelled 
to.woik fdr a wage. That is, they 'were 
the capitalists and professional men. 
llieir opinions on the agitation are 
round in newspapers, reviews, and in 
biographies of leaders of the middle 
class. There are three types of re- 
views, namely, ihose containing the 
Tory opinions, the 'Whig opinions,, and 
the neutral opinions. 

In discussing the Charter the Edin- 
burgh Review states that all changes 
should be gradual and continuous 
when they are of a political nature. 
Tliese changes in order to remain 
■should be slow but sure. The Review 
discusses Universal Suflerage and dis- 
poses of the plea for it on the ground 
that if all men can vote then why can 
not ^. .^;^en7 It . also disposes of the 
Ballot vote plea which was to preserve 
freedom for the voters. The reviewer 
says that landlords -will be very glad 
1 0 have paying tenants and so will not 
bother about their political views, 

Thus the middle class was against 
the demands of the Charter while the 
Reviews as a whole seemed to sympa- 
thise with the conditions of the work- 
ing class but were against their hopes 
and aspirations.

" invariably seem to enjoy 
those elements in i art which 
tend towards the traffic/ and 
which frequently cause us to 
weep unrestrainedly while at 
the same^t^lprbtestiniB: our 
appreciation of "thé play, statue, 
or picture In questlwj?" with this 
question as a basis, Prof. H. D. Brunt, 
M.A., Ph.D., addressed, the St. James 
Literary Society last t night, on the 
topic "The Tkeoryu^t Tragedy in Art." 

The BtranijeThing -. which we en- 
counter in studyiiig' the question, said 
the speaker, is that, . despite the dis- 
play of emotion brought out in the 
individual, he must still be conscious 
that it Is all unreal .and that, in the 
case of a play, for instance,, the trag- 
edy will disappear, far . ;tiie player, as 
soon as the play is over. Indeed, he 
continued, were it not for this con- 
sciousness of " the / imreality of the 
thing, ; the situation 'would' be quite 
unbearable. Aristotle defiaS^S^fSen- 
satlon by. ssying t^t ' rlt pinrges the 
passions w4th pity, and Horror.'' 
Différant yiewpikiits 
Here Professor Brunt digressed 
slightly to show what In his philoso- 
phy were the three angles of ap- 
proachhig any question,.— from the 
pointj of view of sclent^,; ivllgUm,^ and 
art. Science he cnisldmd'fioo'^ooi^^^ 
have any part in jni^)f .and religion 
too much oppbeed'iofl^inoe as long 
as therv-is .thi^,c«unottsne8S' 
ultimate triumph thefe can be no 
tragiedy. Thus It would seem that it 
Is . in art alone . that tragedy can be 
found, and It is indeed here that the 
great tragedie8>^we;mooimtered. The 
speaker lUustratMjtlîiB ariinnàit with 
a number of colourful examples drawn 
from literature, sculpture, poetry, and 
the drama.
